This  interesting  picture  of  considerable  topical  value  has  long  been 
ranked  as  by  J.  M.  W.  Turner,  R.  A.  and  as  such  was  sold  in  the 
John  Heugh  sale  at  Christie's  on  April  24,  1874  (G.  Redford,  "Art 
Sales",  1888,  Vol.  2,  p.  121)  ;  but  this  attribution  cannot  be  main- 
tained. It  is  true  that  Turner  and  many  other  artists  painted  this 
picturesque  view  of  mediaeval  ruins ;  Turner's  drawing  of  about  1797 
was  engraved  for  Whitaker's  "Rich mondsh ire",  1822.  But  this  pic- 
ture is  not  derived  from  any  of  these,  and  it  at  once  suggests  Ibbet- 
son  (styled  by  Benjamin  West  as  "The  Berchem  of  England"),  who 
was  bom  in  Yorkshire  and  who  painted  many  pictures  in  that  and  the 
neighboring  counties.
